TOTAL. DESTRUCTION OF THE PROPERTY 
OF TITE PAO-WO MLNING CO. 


ATTACK ON THE POREIGN MANAGER. 

Mr. J. E. Rennison, foroign uanager of tho 
Pao-wo mine at Ninaikong near Ningpo, has 
arrived*in Shanghai with a thrilling tale of 
outrage and attempted murder. On Snndiny, ' 
the 8th insinnd, the thitd attempt to open tho. 
mino. was made, Mr.-Rennison, the Chin 
manager Mr. Chu ‘T'ze-ping, two Chinese 
officials, and forty soldiors being present at tho 
cerentonies, -whioh inelndod the propitistion 


| of ‘the guordian gpirit of the. mountain: 


Tho officials brought a. hundred. edldiers alto- 
gether, bat sixty worn left a short distance 
off at Fungwa. ‘Chore. wore about a hundred’ 
country people Jooking on, but there was no. 
disturbance of any kind. After the ceremony 
svas over, tho Chineso officials wont away, un- 
fortunately taking their troops with them, and 
Mr. Chu ‘I'zo-ping. wont, sway on businces to 
Sungat, a town nvor-by, Mx, Kennison re- 
tarned at noon to the temple whora ho was 
staying, and where tle stores, eto,, for tha nino, 
to tho value of something under $10,000, were 
deposited.- Abont six o’olock, as Mr, Rennison 
“ran about to sit dowa to dinner, two soldiers who 
bad thrown away their uniforms, came rushing 
in foranfety..

between the French Ubanghi ané the Egyptian 
Bulrcol-Gh: hus yot to ba ngroed pom. But 
thosp are poigty which will practically settle 
themselves. On.tho one hand, Franco will not 
risk unothor. orusbing- defeat, while, on the 
othor band, Engleud will do all’ sho-con- to 
muke tho settlement a friendly one, Thottask 
vill be oll the exsier beeanse: the ‘dofent at 
-Fashoda has utterly ciscredited the Fronch 
Colonial party,.” Level-healed Fronchmen are 
now indignantly asking why tho resources 
of (heir country should « be’ squandered 
merely for. the sake: of annoying Eig. 
Jand,, The Africen.. empire ‘of. “France” is 

dy. immense, and-far larger than that, of 
auy other European, Power, except’ Haglend 
Indeed, in netnal avéa it ja ‘donbtinl whether 
France's shara of Afiica is'not even Inrger than 
England's. But, while most of the English 
colonies and proteotorates are in a condition of 
flourishing prospority, able to pay their way and

“Barly in August, however, tho 
Tiusrian Embassy in London approachod the 
Foreign Office, by an altogodher unusual und 
circuitons ronte, and cautioudly saggosted that 
a frauk interchange of viows would bo desix- 
ablo, To Lord Salisbury this Russian offer 
wis splendid stroke of goot fortuno, It 
came atatime whon tho Britikh Government 
bad finally ascertained that the French wore 
really at Fashoda, “Che battle of Omdurman 
had not yet beon fought, but Lord Salisbury 
had, already to delermiue whit steps should 
be taken as coon as.the coming defeat of tho 
Khalifa. revealod to tho world what was thon 
known only to Ministers oud Diplomats. 
Russia's ‘offer to negociata about Chins was 
therefore-practically equivulont to an assurance 
that in the matter of Fashoda the Russi nk 
mannt to laave France to stew in hor.own Juice, 
Tha British Government was uaturally rondy 
to yveasp this good fortune, sud negotiations 
were at once begau. Some of tho dotails of the * 
protracted discusyions that have sitico taken 
place have, of course, beon kopt private; but’ 
with rogurd to the broad Laxos of tho. negotin- 
tions we aro‘able to stato that the position is os 
follows: Russia frankly avowed (hint hev object 
was to obtain complete political supromacy in 
Moancburin.. Indecd it may bo noted that Rus- 
sian diplomatists ix-couvervation gé eyon be- 
youd this and speak as if Manobaria were al 
vondy a part of the Russian Empire. Bussin 
thoreforo asked that England rhonld rvcognise 
Manchuria as bolonging entirely tothe Knssian 
ephoro of influones From a political point of view. 
Tn return, she offered 10 recognise a Dritish 
| political sphore in the Yunplsvo Valley, aud to 
give to that sphoro practicallysuch boundaries 
ta England liked to lay down. With regurd to 
commercial interests, Russia proposed that the 
two countries should reviprocally undarlake to 
tointain tho open dvor in their respective 
spheres. - Iq the main, England was willing to 
accept theso torms. But on the question of 
dotails difftoulties arose. ‘The vagne phrase tha, 
“open door.” covery;.in effect, three separate 
considerations. It moans, first; an cquality of 
opportunity for the obtaining of profitable con- 
Ajracta for railway conutrnvtion, mining, ote. ; 
secondly, cqtal castoms rates st the port of 
entry; and, thirdly, dyual treatmont in the 
matter of ‘railway rates. The’ third of these 
points has hitherto been ignored by English 
politicians~3fr. Balfour, for example—in their 
padlio analysis of tho opon door phrase; 
it ia now: proving to bo the main obstacle to 
ra complote’ understanding ~ between England 
and Russia. But lot us tako the: throo points 
in order. Tho typical illustration with regard 
to tho first is tho Newohwang Railway. 
te tho commoncoment of the negotiations now 
in progress Russia resolutely oppored the com- 
Plotion ‘of the contract betwen the -Clineso 
Government aud the Hongkoug and Shanyhai 
Bank for tho construction of this railway, Hor 
objection was, not that she did uot wish the 
railway mado with British capital, but that sho 
wos opposed to any non-Russion capitalists ob- 
taining a power at foreclosure over a railway 
within. the Russian sphere of influence. Very 
acon after the negotiations began tho British 
Government conceded this point, und was a 
good deal blamed by thy Provs at Howe for 
making such a concession, But the concession 
was inovitable if we accopled the main Russian 
roposition of political spheres of influence, 
eo conld not, on the ono hand, recognise tho 
exclusive political infinenco of Russia in Man-. 
churia, and, on, the other hand, insist that an 
English firrg should be allowed to become, against, 
Roussinn wishes, the absolute owners of a Maon- 
ohorian railway. ‘Che difficulty was tarned by 
allowing the British firm 1o take v collateral 
security elsewhere in China for the capital thoy 


advanced, ant that solution muy be acce, tea as ‘ 


roughly ‘reasonable... Jt oniblos the Br 
investor to snonre a profitable vontract, with 
ample security, while uot infringing tha final 
authority of Russia in a sphere which wh 
recognise as hars. Tho qnestion of equal 
customs dues at the port of entry is sottled with - 
less diffloulty, As long ns Manchoria remuins, 
even technically, a part of the Chinese Empire, 
tha customs dues:at Manchurian ports will be 
collocted by the Chincso Tmporiat Maritimo 
Customs, and will’ rowain, a9 they are now, 
equal for sl the world. ‘Iho Russian Govern- 
| ment has not proposed, nor would the British 
Government, ax at present advise assent to, 
any move on the part of Mussia- which 
would destroy this gusranter, nob udcely 
for British commerce, bit for the commerce of 
ovory other nation, Lastly, we come to railvay ~ 
rates, which havo proved. the’ real orax of tho 
Problem. As every business man knows it Ji 
quite easy for o country, while maintaining a 
porfect eqnality of treatment in the matter of 
onstoms. dunes, so to manipulate railway rates 
os to make this equality a mere farce. ‘Tho 
British Government his therefore usked that 
the rotes on any nfilways that way. bo built in 
the Russian spheré should be sottled by agree- 
mont botween the two countries, Tothis Russia 
objcots, arguing, not altogether unreosonably, 
that tho interference of English officials 
in the managemeut of railways ranning
